Lt would seen 
that there must be no hesitancy, on the part of 
the Government, tocarry out the wishes of the 
brave boys, whe fought with such pertinacity 
on the field, to execate judgmentupon rebels, 
nod to dispatch al} clanns, which traitors to 
day way have upon us for leniency of treat- 
inent, so that their voices and bodies may 
never be heard or seen again on earth.

Oo the other hand, a river that 
runs north or south crosses parallels of lan- 
itude, changes ite climate at eve ry turn, and, 
as the traveller descends it, he sees new ag- 
ricultural staples abounding Such a river 
bears down to the seaa variety of produc- 
tions which one or another of nations is sure 
to want, and for whici one will send to the 
market at ita mouth or the port whence they 
are distributed over the world. Its advanta- 
ges are equally great for trade between the 

lifferent sections through which 1 flows, as 
ihe staples of those sections are unlike, "and 
productions lacking in one part of its course 
are supplied in another.
